Mr. Labouchere has taken such an active part in 
politics that one is accustomed to look upon him as a 
[sero institution there. But really this only dates 

1880, when he was first elected for Northampton. 
He left the Diplomatic Service in 1864, and was elected 
Member for Windsor in 1865, but was nnseated on 
tition in the following year. In 1867 he got io for 
Middlesex, after a long and very troublesome election, 
about which many funny tales are told, but he was 
turned out at the general election of 1868. In 1874 he 
was defeated for Nottingham, and it was only in 1880 
that he got into Parliament as a fixture. 

In the House of Commons he bas become a — 
favourite, in spite of his extreme views, and has 
acquired most of the ‘privileges without the contempt 
usually attaching to the post of jester. He has taken up 
an attitude of active hostility towards the House of 
Lords, which once earned him a fortnight’s jsuspension 
for his indiscreet expression of it, and against the Royal 
Gaby, to which he attributes his present exclusion from 
Office, 

But, perhaps, his al point has been the ad of 
non-interference in foreign affairs, which has provoked 
many accusations of want of patriotism. I have ashrewd 
suspicion that this attitude was originally taken up more 
asa joke to Pao his old diplomatic colleagues than any- 
thing else. But his experience of all the tricks of the 
trade of diplomacy has afforded him unique oppor- 
tunities for playing the game well.
